‘a shock to Southside residents. Southsiders were not notified 
in advance, and they learned of the schoo! system's Intentions. 
while watching a television newscast. 

Near unanimous opposition to the relocation plan caused 
Hyre and Furgason to reconsider their decision and exarfiine 
other sites. 

School Board Member Loretta Heard was “very, very upset 
with the way the administration” handled the relocation of the 
YEAR Program. 

“| think the YEAR Program. is a county program, and a 
countywide search should have taken place rather than put- 
ting the relocation of the program at the doorstep of Columbus 
Public Schools,” Heard said. 

Reopening any other abandoned school would cost 
between $65,000 and $200,000, depending on the facility. In 
contrast, the cost of reopening Watkins will be approximately 
$35,000, Furgason concluded. : : 

Furgason noted that "no outside funds are available to help 
cover renovation costs.” 

Heard confirmed that Watkins School! was the only place in 
the school system where it would have been economically 
feasible to place the program; however, she believes if some- 
one in the.administration had taken a hard line and said ‘there 
is no space available,’ someone else (at the state, county orcity 
level of government) would have found it (space).” 

The assistant superintendent said, “We contacted represen- 
tatives at the state, county, and city level and have been 
informed that there is no space available for this program at 
any of their facilities.” 

To help soften the community animosity toward the move, 
Columbus Schools is offering the following relocation plan: 

* Move the YEAR Program to Watkins School for at least a 
one-year period. : - 

* An advisory committee will be formed by April 30 that will 
monitor the program from September, 1987 through June, 
1988, and recommend whether the program should continue 
after one school year at’that site. This composition of the 
committee includes Juvenile Court Judge Clayton Rose, a 
Columbus Board of Education»member, a representative from 
the Columbus Parks and Recreation Department, and several 
community members. 

* Allow Watkins Schoo! to be used in the evenings for senior 
citizen and youth activities or other appropriate projects. 

* Develop a park setting on the land adjacent to the school. 

* Arrange for a central pick-up site for the youth to keep 
them from using COTA to travel to and from school. 

These concessions failed to change the mind of Southside 
resident Roberta Jones-Booth. 

This decision, she said, shows that the School Board has no 
respect for the community. 

In echoing the attitude of many Southside residents, Booth 
vowed to work against future school levies and called for an all 
new school board. “Maybe they've (Black and white school 
board members) ‘have been there too long. The Black board 
members should have been more on the ball.”

A faction of the board, led by 
Elminie Rickman, has charged 
that it is the proper agency to 
run the NDC board. This group 
had attempted to fire Flowers 
and replace her with William 
Potter, who served as execu- 
tive director of NDC until he 
was fired in 1983. 


This faction has asked Judge 
Sellers to appoint a property 
manager to run the Mt. Vernon 
Plaza, stripping Flowers of that 
function, 

The lawyer for the four sub- 
sidiary corporation of NDC 
which own the Mt. Vernon 
Plaza, former bankruptcy court 
judge Grady Pettigrew, said 
that the sale woulg bea benefit 
for the plaza.

However, the plan which would 
have to be prepared for the 
review of the parties would 
take approximately two weeks, 
and has not yet been prepared, 
Pettigrew said. 

Pettigrew added that offi- 
cials from HUD had not 
attended a meeting scheduled 
to discuss the proposed sale.

In many other cases, there has

'unwelcoming., And, in many 
’ cases, there are policies which 
have the effect of perpetuating 
either a history of discrimination, 
or aclimate in which few Blacks 
or women can be expected to 


succeed. 

The Santa Clara highway 
department decided that such 
was the case relative to females 
in the skilled trades. Clearly, 
years of history, custom and 
social pressure had created an 
all-male environment. The high- 
way department attempted to 
eliminate that climate, and took a 
person who was just as qualified 
as the white male competing 
against her and awarded her the 
position. 

Many commentators have 
expressed the concern that a 
“less qualified’ person was 
hired. However, the whole con- 
cept-of “qualifications” is flexi- 
ble. It was clear that the woman 
scored only two points less, ona 
structured interview, than the 
white male. 

In that kind of environment, 
both were equally qualified, and 
one could have reasonably hired 
either, The fact that the woman is 
still on the job -- eight years after 
the case was initially filed -- 
demonstrates that she had the 
requisite capabilities to perform 
the job. 

We live in a society which has 
been infected with the viruses of 
racism and sexism. As with many 
diseases, time will not serve to 
cure the patient; indeed, it will 
make only the patient worse. 

The Supreme Court recog- 
nizes that there may be some 
uncomfortable steps which must 
be takent to bring wholeness to 
the body;-and:has expressed a 
willingness to use those steps to 
the benefit -- Black and white, 
male and female. 

We endorse the court's ruling, 
and we hope that employers 
around the nation will use this 
ruling as an impetus to expand 
their affirmative action programs. 


Parks and politics 


Maybe it is only wishful think- 
ing to believe that our city offi- 
cials, in an election year, will 
make decisions which are not 
tinged with politics. But that was 
our hope regarding the Colum- 
bus City Council's recent deci- 

atsion to spend $3.4 million gained 
from the Capitol South project to 
fund city parks. 

We believe this process is bad 
for the city. For one thing, we 
agree with City Councilwoman 
Arlene Shoemaker that this deci- 
sion should not have been made 
unilaterally--even by a substan- 
tial majority of council. There 
should have been deliberations 
between and among the entire 
City Council and with the Rine- 
hart administration itself about 
the disposition of these funds. 

We also agree with City Coun- 
cil member Ben Espy on two 
points. The allocations for both 
new parks and improvements are 
heavily weighted toward the 
city’s north side--where the most 
affluent voters live. The near east 
side, the south side, the west 
side--allreceivedrelative 


pittances. 

We certainly cannot prove it, 
but it seemed the choices 
represented either a bias on the 
part of City Council members, or 
a bald effort to appeal to the 
voters in the far north side. 

We also question whether all 
these park improvements are the 
best use for these funds. One 
could make a very potent case 
for the use of these funds to 
assist our city’s human services 
providers in meeting the increas- 
ing needs of an increasing 
number of homeless and desti- 
tute individuals. 

In short, the plan deserves 
more study. The money is not a 
toy for the council majority to 
play with; it is a benefit which 
must be distributed to benefit the 
city as a whole: 

A spirit of more collegiality 
between all of the council 
members and with the mayor's 
office will make for better city 
governance and eliminate the 
appearance of political maneuv- 
ering which, in the long run, will 
probably not benefit anyone.

Yes, the billboards and the 
promotions could be seen as 
silly or even stupid. However, 
are the residents of the 8th 
District more concerned with 
the radio billboards and pro- 
motions than police response 
time, fire protection, adequate 
housing, economic develop- 
ment in their community, 
crime and the education of 
their children? e 

| think not 

The most amazing fact is 
that while the Councilman 


~ wages war on radio stations, 


the results of a recent study 
commissioned by the Cleve- 
land City Council projects a 
shrinking population, dwind- 
ling job opportunities, and a 
city dominated by the elderly 
and the poor. 

| submit that these projec- 
tions are realities in many 
areas of this city now, includ- 
ing Councilman Johnson's. 
How will waging @ war on 
radio stations address these 
predictions aside from provid- 
ing the Councilman publicity? 

The saddest part of this ser- 
ies of events is that Council- 
man Johnson is seen in most 
circles as a new voice of lead- 
ership in the Black commun- 
ity. While our up and coming 
leader takes on a few radio 
stations, the Black community 
is being suffocated. 

This community has prob- 
lems ranging trom racism to 
teenage pregnancy, all of 
which beg for clear and strong 
leadership from positions 
such as the Councilman's.

We cannot ignore the rights of 
self-determination of Jews, 
Black Africans and all 
oppressed people around the 
globe. 

In addition, like it or not, we 
will have to come to peace 
with our semitic brothers and 
sisters. In addition, recog- 
nizéd leadership in the Black 
community must come from 
that community. They must 
not be tapped by the media, 
assigned by non-Black polliti- 
clans and the financially 
irresponsible. 

Jesse Jackson is an individ- 
ual committed to the people. 
The number of people voting 
for him in 1984 should have 
taught some folks a lesson 
basic, Yes, there were major 
errors. None, however, came 
close to Reagan's visit to 
Bittburg. 

Our problem appears to be 
that’ Jesse Jackson has 
demanded the same level of 
loyalty that non-Black politi- 
cians demand. Yet, somehow, 
it appears: that this is 
unacceptable. 

Finally, for many of usin the 
45-50 age bracket, it is too 
easy to forget that the public 
education system was access- 
ible to us. Our parents fought 
for it as part of a general 
community coalition. 

This same coalition must 
now reunite again to insure 
that the children of our broth- 
ers and sisters have that same 
degree of accessibility. Free 
public education must be 
available through the college 
years 

The overall list of items 
needing discussion obviously 
is not complete. We must, 
however, talk realistically 
about issues that effect each 
group Individually and as a 
collective whole. 


We must work together and 
not merely go to dinners 
together.

Gillmor urges Blacks to become bipartisan

To Paul Gillmor, the state's 
highest-ranking Republican as 
the President of the Ohio 
Senate, one of the keys to a 
statewide and nationwide 
Republican majority is clear: 
enlist Blacks into the Republi- 
can party. 

At the Spring meeting of the 
Ohio Republic Council, a 
Black Republican group, Gil- 
Imor said that cutting into the 
heavy Democratic majorities 
rolled up among Black voters is 
one step in the movement 


toward a broad-based coali- 
tion behind Republican rule. 
However, this has not hap- 
pened: in 1986, in what Gill- 
mor called "nota good election 
for Republicans," they con- 
tinued to receive miniscule 
Black support. 

“I'm frustrated (at the pauc- 
ity of Black support), because | 
think we have issues that 
benefit Blacks and Americans 
as a whole,” Gillmor said. 

“The Republican party offers 
areal hope, a real program” to 


address the needs of Black 


people,” Gillmor asserted. 


MUGGED? ROBBED? 


Program aids crime victims; 
seeks more to apply for help

If you've ever been a victim of 
crime, you know the feeling. 

There's a sinking sense of 
loss, whether the object is a car 
stereo that has been stolen ora 
house ransacked or rape or 
even murder. 

There's a frustration with the 
criminat justice system, which 
seems more interested in crime 
and punishment than in mak- 
ing those who are victimized 
whole. 

And there’s a loneliness 
which is pervasive, as no one 
seems to care about the suffer- 
ing that the victim feels. 

Studies show that each of us 
is likely to become a victim at 
some point in time; a recent 
study study said that 80 per- 
cent of all Americans will, at 
some point in their lives, be the 
victim of a crime, whether

breaking and entering, a mug- 
ging or a murder. 

But for Blacks, the problem 
is even more acute. Black 
households are more tikely to 
be broken into than whites, and 
multifamily household--such 
as apartment complexes, 
where many Blacks live--also 
face a greater likelihood of loss 
than single-family homes. 


The break-in or burglary 
which is so common in many 
Black neighborhoods can be a 
source of even greater peril; 60 
percent of all home rapes are 
part of a burglary. As director 
of the state's crime victims 
program, Joseph Gilyard, 
says, “one of the people's big- 
gest fears is that the burglar 
will injure one of the family 
members, and it’s. a well- 
tounded fear.” 

Gilyard cannot help reduce 


new scheduler 


Governor Richard F. Celeste 
selected Michael Fisher to be 
his new scheduler. 

Fisher has the assignment of 
“piecing together the Gover- 
nor’s schedule and making it 
fit.” 

Designing Celeste’s sche- 
dule is no easy task, since the 
Governor receives about 500 
invitations each month to make 
personal appearances. 

Structuring his schedule 
must be weighted against the 
needs of the Governor's family, 
staff cabinet and constituents. 


"Since Celeste cannot go to 
every event he would like to 
attend,” Fisher relies on sche- 
duling advisors from the Gov- 
efnor's legal, marketing, edu- 
cation and legislative staff to 
have input into "a very busy 
schedule for a very popular 
Governor," 

Celeste's schedule is also 
driven by his commitment to 
“fobs in Ohio, education, con- 
flict resolution, and peace 
issues, the scheduler added. 

Prior to his appointment, 
Fisher was the assistant sche- 
duler in the Governor's Office

for the past 3% years. In this 
capacity, he dealt with 
Celeste’s daily and weekly 
schedule. Now Fisher handles 
the overall itinerary that “deals 
with months at a time.” 

During his tenure in state 
government, he said, “It has 
been an honor and a privilege 
to work for Governor Celeste.” 

Fisher, a native of Xenia, is a 
graduate of Central State Uni- 
versity where he received a 
bachelor of science degree in 
business administration. 


Gillmor denied that the Rea- 
gan administration's policies 
have hurt the Republican party 
among Black voters, although 
he admitted that there is “a 
problem of perception of the 
Reagan administration.” 

* Gillmor said there was “no 
Republican or Democratic 
position on affirmative action,” 
although he admitted that the 
predominate position is to 
“eliminate past discrimination 
and create a system where ev 
eryone gets a bite of the apple.” 

In other issues, Gillmor said 
one of the key issues facing the 


the incidence of crime which 
so often plagues Black com- 
munities. But, as director of the 
state’s Victim Compensation 
Program, Gilyard can help pay 
for some of the economic 
losses incurred through crime. 

The state’s program, which 
has been in extistence since 
1976, has poured millions of 
dollars back into the-hands of 
persons who have been victim- 
ized by crime. 

The crime victims program, 
Gilyard says, is “paid for by the 
criminals.” Each person con- 
victed of a felony pays $20, and 
each person convicted of a 
moving traffic violation, pays 
$6 into the fund. 

Persons who have been 
injured by crime can apply to 
the program within one year 
after the crime. In order to 
receive benefits, they must 
only have reported the incident 
to the police within 72 hours 
after it happened, and can not 
have been a contributing party 
to the act.

The program can pay only 
for the economic losses sus- 
tained by the victim, such as 
medical care and, lost wages. 
In the program, Gilyard says, 
people have been reimbursed 
for the cost of canes, broken 
teeth, wheelchairs, or even 
modifications to a home, if 
such modifications were part 
of the economic loss and were 
recommended by a physician. 
The program can pay'up to 
$25,000, with the average 
amount paid in the area of 
$4-5,000. 

Claims “proceed fairly 
rapidly” through the system, 
Gilyard said; they can be final- 
ized with payment to.the victim 
by six or seven months after 
filing. Death Claims, however, 
are automatically stayed one 
year, to allow all potential 
claimants to file.

Ron says he is “excited 
about all of the items on the 
menu, which includes bar- 
becued ribs (the major seller), 
chicken, beef and ham.” 

All of the meats are mari- 
nated in a special blend of spi- 
ces (referred to on the menu as 
“dry seasoning”) and topped- 
off with a “special, homemade 
barbecue sauce.” 

Ronand Kaye got the idea of 
opening a barbecue restaurant 
about 15, years ago after sam- 
pling some ribs cooked by a 
friend of theirs. This friend “put 
together some ingredients that 
made meat taste very good,” he 
said. 

“It's a proven fact that mari- 
nading meat in these spices 
works,” Ron claims. 

He conducted a “non-biased 
market study” before the res- 
taurant opened. From that sur- 
vey, he learned that “Q-Time 

will sell.” 
_. Inaddition to the ribs andthe 
, other barbecued items on the 
menu, Ron will be adding alive 
‘jazz jam session on Sundays. 
“Jazz is a universal form of 


music, and jazz and barbecue 
are ways of announcing what 
Q-Time is all about -- bringing 
Blacks and whites together. 

“Jazz and barbecue are not 
Black or white products; they 
are just products that people 
enjoy.” 

Ron and Kaye expect their 
business to “grow, grow and 
grow” to the point where they 
can market the barbecue sauce 
and marinading spices to make 
them available on grocery 
store shelves. Later, they hope 
to set up Q-Time franchises. 

Catering services are pres- 
ently available from Q-Time. 

When asked to describe the 
challenges he has confronted 
during his first year in the res-~ 
taurant business, Ron says “all 
portions of the business are a 
challenge.” 

The cliche that “it is difficult 
for Blacks to borrow money” is 
“the most true statement that 
could be made in a lifetime.” 

“People don't believe Black 
people can pay it back so they 
won't loan it to you, he 
asserted.” 

“To us, he said we're not a 
small business. This is real live 
big business. We knew coming 
in that we had to fund it. We 
got our foot in the door, and we 
were able to get funding. 

Formerly, Ron operated his 
own promotions and bdoking 
agency, and he worked as an 
automobile salesman at Ron 
Bush Lincoln-Mercury.

Anti-discrimination bill 
passes Ohio house, 97-3

A bill tightening penalties for 
discrimination in housing and 
expanding the powers of the 
Ohio Civil Rights Commission 
to fight such discrimination is 
awaiting hearings in the Ohio 
Senate after having passed the 
House of Representatives 97-3. 

The bill, HB 5, addresses a 
long-standing problem in the 
state: Ohio’s law regarding 
housing discrimination does 
not meet fair-housing stand- 
ards equivalent to federal law. 


Therefore, Ohio is unable to- 


receive federal funds to fight 
housing discrimination. 

Under Sykes’ bill, Ohio law 
would be amended to: 

Prohibit discrimination in 
many housing practices, 
including the sale of home- 
owners’ insurance and appro- 
val of housing loans, because 
of the racial composition of the 
neighborhood. This practice, 
called “redlining,” has been 
held responsible for the deteri- 
oration of many Black 
neighborhoods; 

Expand the power of the 
Ohio Civil Rights Commission 
to award attorneys’ fees and 
punitive damages for viola- 
tions of housing laws; 

Create a separate criminal 
offense of intentional interfer- 
ence, by force or threat of 
force, with housing rights; and 

Permit the OCRC to seek a 
temporary. injunction or res- 
training order against the dis- 
criminatory actions of realtors 
and others in the housing 
industry 

The billis prompted by some 
continuing problems in the 
area of housing discrimination 
in Ohio. According to a 1984 
study, Ohio had 1100 housing 
discrimination complaints per 
year -- the highest number in 
the country. Also, the inci- 
dence of “move-in violence” -- 
in which Blacks moving into 
new neighborhoods were 
threatened, physically at- 
tacked, or vandalized --~had 
increased. More than a year 
ago, a Black woman in Cleve- 
land has killed.when her house 
was firebombed, and there 
were several instances of racial 
hazing when Blacks moved 
into previously all-white west

“Ohio, a one-time leader in 
civil rights law has now falled 
behind 33 other states who 
have received federal recogni- 
tion’ because their anti- 
discrimination laws meet the 
federal standards, Sykes said. 

Federalrecognitionof 
Qhio's law would provide the 
state an estimated $600,000 in 
federal funds to fight discri- 


mination. & A 


Sykes had introduced a sim- 
ilar bill in the previous session 
of the General Assembly. 
However, after the bill passed 
the house, it was bottled up in 
the Senate. 

Senate Judiciary Committee 
Chairman Paul Pfeifer (R- 
Galion) said it was a “legiti- 
mate observation” to note that 
the bill was held in the Senate 
because of the opposition of 
white realtors, who objected to 
a provision which would permit 
the OCRC to initiate its own 
investigation of housing dis- 
crimination without having 
received a specific charge. 
This provision is notin the cur- 
rent bill, and Pfeifer said the 
white realtors are “no longer 
objecting” to the legislation. 

Although, Pfeifer said, there 
is the possibility of some oppo- 
sition from apartment owners, 
“going in, the prospects are 
pretty good” for passage. 

Pfeifer said hearings on the 
bill would probably begin after 
the legislature returns from a 
two-week Easter break. 

“The opportunity to live ina 
neighborhood of your choice 
and the ability to take legal 
action against anyone who 
obstructs you is a basic right,” 
Sykes said. “HB 5 will ensure 
this right to Ohio citizens.”

He” 
said Mrs. Moore failed to prove 
by a preponderance of the evi- 
dence that age played any role 
whatsoever in the decision to 
terminate her.

This is her story, and one which stands as a sym- 
bol in the fight for civil rights — and human rights. 

WINNIE MANDELA — ($5.95, by Nancy Harrison) paper- 
back.

known as the "Harlem Renaissance,"’ gave impetus to 

two significant cultural events in the year 1925. The New 
Negro: An Interpretation, edited by Alain Locke, was publish- 
ed; and the new Division of Negro Literature, History and Prints 
was officially opened in the 135th Street Branch Library. 

This special library was the forerunner of the Schomburg Center 
for Research in Black Culture, which stands today as one of the 
world’s facilities dedicated to the preservation and interpretation 
of black resource materials. 

From its inception, the Schomburg Center has played a unique 
role in black life because of its dual role as a repository and as a 
center for black intellectual and artistic activities. 

Its location in Harlem gave added significance to this role, since 
by the 1920's Harlem had become the “'black capital,‘* home for 
an amalgam of blacks from various parts of the United States, the 
Caribbean and Africa. Economic opportunities, literacy and race- 
consciousness were expanding within the black community. 

The community's ranks of artists and scholars were also grow- 
ing, and the activities of the National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People (NAACP), the Urban League and the 
preachments of Marcus Gravey had heightened political consciousness 
and racial pride. 

More outlets for literary efforts were becoming available through 
black newspapers and magazines. Also the increasing interest in 
literary affairs led to the development of book collections and the 
formation of intellectual societies. 

One such society was the Negro Society for Historical Research, 
founded in New York City in 19\d by John Edward Bruce and Ar- 
thur A. Schomburg. This marked the first time that African, West 
Indian and Afro-American scholars had joined forces in a single 
organization: 

As Harlem became the focal point for black artistic and intellec- 
tual activities, the | 35th Street Branch Library took gn a new dimen- 
sion, The New York Public Library had opened thebranch in 1905 
in a neighborhood that was predominantly Jewish. 

Within fifteen years, it was half black. Librarian Ernestine Rose, 
who had developed services in other ethnic neighborhoods, was 
assigned to adapt the library's resources to meet the needs of the 
changing community. 

In 1921 the branch began to sponsor annual art exhibitions, lec- 
tures and book disc&gsions, which were planned by committees in- 
cluding cultural leaders such as WE. B. DuBois, James Weldon 
Jehnson and Arthur Schomburg 

By 1924, however, the library was facing a serious dilemma. The 
community's heightened interest in materials by and about black peo- 
ple had begun to take a heavy toll on its limited resources. 
| To meet this challenge, Miss Rose called a community meeting 

in December which created a citizen's committee and elected Ar- 
thur Schomburg, James Weldon Johnson, Hubert H. Harrison and

rthur A, Schomburg was born in San Juan, 
Puerto Rico on January 24, 1874. He spent much 
of his life working to disprove a teacher's remark 
that ‘the Negro had no history."’ Having been educated 
mainly in Puerto Rico, he left for New York in 1891, was 
soon teaching in the Central Evening High School. 

In 1915 he helped found the Negro Society for 
Historical Research and seven years later was elected Presi- 
dent of the American Negro Academy. By this time he 
had become will known among rare book dealers every- 
where. John Edward Bruce, scholar and activist W.E.B. 
DuBois, and Countee Cullen were among the friends who 
dropped by ro peruse his growing collection of black 
cultural treasures, 

When it came to The New York Public Library in 1926, 
it was one of the most important such private collections 
in the world; he had gathered over 5,000 volumes, 3,000 
manuscripts, 2,000 etchings and portraits, and several 
thousand pamphlets. 

After serving as Curator of Fisk University Library's new 
Negro Collection, Mr. Schomburg returned to New York 
in 1932 to head The New York Public Library's Division 
containing his colléetion. His work of fostering that col- 
lection continued until his death at 64 off June 10, 1938,

pas have been around since the days of the ancients, and most 
S:: dedicated to exercise, relaxation and diet. But the Grand 
Lake Spa goes one step further — it also concentrates on 
gourmet food. 

Not only that, if one follows the program as outlined, the spa 
guarantees that you will lose about 10 pounds in a single week, plus 
totally enjoy the food served. 

Sounded almost too good to be true, so off to Lebanon, Con- 
necticut we went to check things out for Dawn Magazine readers. 
Getting there by auto is, fairly simple, it’s about a 24 hour drive 
from New York City ‘ 

On arrival, you are given rundown on what is available, and the 
list is impressive. There is an Olympic-sized outdoor swim- 
ming pool, an indoor pool, sauna, steam bath, hot tub, hiking paths, 
massage and exercise rooms, plus available lessons in yoga, a beai- 
ty salon, and a program designed for stress management. 

Of course, there are many spas which cater to weight loss and 
exercise programs — but most are completely out of the range of 
the middle-income bracket. Grand Lake bridges the gap in cost, and 
by spa standards — is quite reasonable. 

But, the major focus and difference as we see it, is the wonder- 
ful food available at the resort. On entrance, you must designate 
how much weight you would like to lose, and which calorie pro- 
gram you want. 

Available are programs which include a daily calorie intake of either 
650, 900 or 1200 per day. We opted for the largest amount, which 
is miniscule to an overweight travel writer. But, once announced, 
you are committed to this amount. 

The staff at the spa adheres strictly to the theme which says: “Our 
staff is here to please you, pamper your every whim, and assist you 
in every way possible...” 

But this does not mean that they will help you cheat — they won't, 
and 1,200 calories is all you get. There is herb tea or decaffeinated 
coffee available 24 hours a day — but nothing with calories. . . sigh! 

A typical day’s menu goes like this:

We couldn't believe it. This food bore no,resemblance to what 
we had considered diet food; this was delicious. ‘Course, there 
wasn't much of it, but then, we were committed to the 1,200 per 
day caloric intake. 

Naturally, had to find out who was responsible for such diet 
delights. Discovered that the head chef was Glen L. Sands, from 
New York City, although he was originally from the Grand Bahamas 
in the Caribbean. 

One of 9 children, Glen grew up in Brooklyn, N.Y., served a stint 
in the military, and wound up as a cook at a delicatessen which 
specialized in kosher foods. 

He was introduced to dietary menus, and nutritional values, while 
serving as a cook at Mt. Sinai Hospital in New York. 

He has been at the Grand Lakes Spa for over two years, and ac- 
cording to Natalie Skolnik, nutritionist and owner of the spa, he 
is one of the hidden assets which has brought fame and rave reviews 
over the food served at the spa. 

Although he now lives in Connecticut, near the spa, he gets away 
occasionally to Brooklyn, where he gets to spend sometime with 
his 15-year-old son. He is extremely proud of this son, who Is a 
student at the Oakdale Military Academy in New York State. 

Pressed Glen about the problems of preparing such succulent 
delights, and discovered that he sometimes spends as much as 5 hours 
preparing a single dish. Add to this, most of the ingredients used 
are fresh. 

There is a great emphasis on herbs, which are used in place of 
salt, which is verboten at the spa. There are no salt shakers on the 
tables, neither is there sugar, although non-calorie sweeteners such 
as Sweet and Low or Equal is available.

The group recomniended that the rarest books be set aside as 
a reference library. Gifts and loans for the special collection came 
from the private libraries of noted black collectors including John 
Bruce, Louise Latimer, Hubert Harrison, George Young, Dr. Charles 
D. Martin and Arthur Schomburg. 

At the formal opening of the Division of Negro Literature, History 
and Prints on May 8, 1925, Ernestine Rose noted the existence of 
similar black collections in the Library of Congress, in the libraries 
of institutions such as Tuskegee Institute and Howard University, 
in certain large city reference libraries and in a few private libraries. 

She predicted, however, that the collection at the |35th Street 
Library would become one of the largest and most valuable in the 
world, because of its location in Harlem, and because it would make 
materials ‘‘available equally to scholars, to the man in the street and 
to school children of all races." “ 

Miss Rose's optimism was justified in 1926 when the Carnegie 
Corporation provided a grant enabling The New York Public Library 
to acquire Arthur Schomburg’s personal collection, which greatly 
augmented the holdings of the Negro Division and brought it im- 
mediate international stature. 

Arthur Schomburg continued to augment the collection and also 
served as an unpaid consultant to the library, addressed staff meetings 
and assisted young scholars. 

A second Carnegie grant in 1932 made it possible for him to be 
hired as curator of the Negro Division. Under the direction of 
Catherine Allen Latimer, the Collection's first staff member, and 
Schomburg, holdings were expanded and organized. 

The work was continued in 1939 by Lawrence D. Reddick, the 
noted historian and lecturer, who was appointed to succeed Schom- 
burg following his death in 1938. In 1940 the library was renamed 
the Schomburg Collection of Negro Literature, History and Prints 
in his honor.

Street Branch Library building. The American Negro Theatre stag- 
ed productions in the basement auditorium; and served as a training 
ground for performers such as Frederick O'Neal, Hilda Simms, Hilda 
Haynes, Rosetta LeNoire, Earle Hyman, Sidney Poitier and Harry 
Belafonte; and for writers such as Alice Childress and Abram Hill. 

The Collection was a primary resource for Richard Wright and 
Langston Hughes. Discussions drew the participation of African and 
Caribbean visitors to the United States who'were involved in strug- 
giles for self-government, such as Ja Je Wachuku, former Ambassador 
from Nigeria; George Westermann, former Ambassador from 
Panama; and Kwame Nkrumah, who became the first President of 
Ghana. 

The Collection was a center for black scholars involved in WPA 
projects; and later, during the 1950's provided resources for research 
done for Dr. Kenneth Clark's report on the effect of segregated 
education on black and white children, which was cited in the U.S. 
Supreme Court's historic Brown v. Board of Education decision in 
1954. 

The Schomburg Collections was transferred from the Branch 
Libraries to The Research Libraries in 1972. Under the new designa- 
tion, the name was changed to the Schomburg Center for Research 
in Black Culture, and Jean Hutson became Chief of the Center. 

Today, the Schomburg Center is on the brink of another major 
expansion project. This year, renovation and construction work will 
get underway to convert the old | 35th Street building into a facili- 
ty that will include study and storage space for the art, photographs 
and prints, and moving image and recorded sound collections. 

It will also include a 380-seat auditorium, full exhibition gallery 
and a gift shop. Along with the newly-renovated Countee Cullen 
Branch Library, the expanded Schomburg Center for Research in 
Black Culture will form an unprecedented learning and activities com- 
plex, completely equipped with contemporary technology and 


In 1942 the Collection moved into the top floor of the new 135th facilities geared to accommodate future growth. 
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
